Mr.  Chairman  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1942.  This  report  in  accordance  with  War  Time  Instructions 
has  been  reduced  to  a  statistical  and  comparative  survey.  It  in¬ 
cludes  all  the  essential  information  and  also  includes  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Housing  conditions  remain  the  outstanding  need  of  the 
popoulation.  This  Council  has  always  made  a  point  of  improving 
housing  conditions  as  quickly  as  possible.  I  would  like  to  point 
out  that  the  post-war  plans  are  suffering  from  the  lack  of  a 
suitable  lead  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  regard  to  the 
Government’s  intentions..  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  a  lead 
will  shortly  be  forth -coming  so  that  such  houses  and  estates  may 
be  planned  and  built  as  will  not  be  obsolete  before  the  foundation 
stones  are  laid. 

The  standard  of  milk  is  still  not  satisfactory  but  shows  a 
slight  improvement.  It  is  hoped  that  with  energetic  application 
of  the  somewhat  limited  pqwers  in  this  matter  possessed  bv  the 
Council  that  this  improvement  will  be  accelerated.  , 

I  have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  immediate  Losistance 
in  any  health  matters  and  have  also  to  record  appreciation  of  the 
assistance  given  by  all  members  of  the  staff.

SCABIES  AND  PEDICULOSIS. 

Compulsory  powers  of  treatment  under  the  above  were  given 
under  the  Defence  Piegulatfons  during  the  year  under  review. 
Scabies  was  treated  bv  volunteers  from  the  Civil  Defence  Ser- 
vices  but  this  had  to  be  terminated,  so  a  new  system  of  ascertain¬ 
ment  and  treatment  was  being  drawn  up  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  was  put  into  action  at  the  commencement  of  1943. 

During  the  year  151  cases  of  scabies  were  treated  and  cmred.

This  Council  is  a  member  of  the  South  Nottinghamshire 
Joint  Hospital  Board  which  during  the  year  under  review  opened 
a  small  temporary  fever  hospital  at  Debdale  Hall  with  a  capacity 
of  32  beds.  The  Council  paid  the  following  precepts  to  the  Board 
during  the  year  under  review  :  —

SANITARY  INSPECTOR  S  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

My  sixth  Annual  Report  is  again  much  condensed  for 
reasons  over  which  I  have  no  control. 

Staff  difficulties  have  been  a  source  of  much  trouble  during 
the  year,  for  one  period  it  >vas  impossible  to  obtain  clerical  assis¬ 
tance  and  this  considerably  affected  my  outside  work. 

The  treatment  of  Scabies  has  taken  up  a  good  deal  of  time* 
visiting  and  re-visiting  the  homes  of  patients,  but  the  scheme 
for  treatment  has  functioned  exceed :ngly  well  and  our  cleansing 
station  has  been  a  boon. 

Housing  repairs  have  again  proved  very  difficult,  and  exten¬ 
sive  improvement  work  such  as  the  paving  of  common  yards, 
abolition  of  dry  ashpits  etc.  has  been  postponed.  The  provision 

of  new  dustbins  has  been  difficult,  but  this  was  eased  somewhat 

J 

on  special  appl'cation  being  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  who 
provided  a  licence  for  Metal  for  the  manufacture  of  50  bins. 
The  disrepair  into  which  certain  landlords  are  permitting  their 
houses  to  fall,  will  entail  considerable  work  , under  the  Housing 
Acts  in  the  future. 
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I  wish  to  again  record  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Gentlemen  for  your  continued  interest  and  support,  and  also-  my 
thanks  to  other  Officials  and  Staff  of  various  departments  for 
their  co-operation.

I  regret  to  have  to  report  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
houses  infested  with  Cockroaches  during  the  year.  21  Houses 
were  treated  with  a  po.wder  composed  of  Sodium  Flouride  and 
Pyrethrum  which  is  found  to  be  very  effective. 

A  portion  of  the  floor  boards  was  raised  and  the  powder 
blown  into  the  space  beneath  the  floor,  on  three  occasions  at 
intervals  of  one  week.  Peculiarity  about  these  infestations  is 
that  they  all  occurred  in  Council  Houses  built  within  the  last 
five  years.
